County Treasurer Mick Henk- 
haus has decided not to seek the 
‘congressional seat now held by 
Rep. Mel Price,.D-Belleville.

Henkhaus,; 44, said the high 
cost of. a |e oteard campaign, 
which he said would cost at least 
$200,000, was the main reason he 
pulled out. 

“It’s a shame you really have 
to have a heck of a lot of mon- 
ey,”’ to run a congressional cam- 
peigy Henkhaus. said. He said 

e did not want to put his family 
Ts debt or disrupt his family 

fe. 

Henkhaus said a recent poll 
indicated he had. enough intitial 
su rt to make the race, but he 
said the poll also indicated he 
was little known in other district 
counties, 

Henkhaus said he would wait 
to support a candidate for the 
seat : 

“I'm going to see who's the 

best. candidate:.I’m probably 
going...to AYA POrE somebody,”’ 
Henkhaus said. - 
. Henkhaus,.-of, Bethalto, had 
said he planned to be in the run- 
ning for the seat but had not yet 
formally announced his candida- 
cy. 

The chances of a Madison 
County candidate winning the 
Democratic , primary are. better 
now that he has withdrawn, 
Henkhaus said.

¢rats have announced ir -can- 
didacies-St. Clair County Board 
hela Jerry Costello and 
Mike ‘Mansfield, a top. Price aid. 
Both are from Belleyille. 

Another contender for the 2ist 
Congressional District seat will 
soon announce his candidacy and 
may do it in: Venice. 

Madison’ County Auditor Pete 
Fields ‘said-he hopes. to formally 
announce his candidacy for the 
seat within a week. 

“It's. appropriate. It’s my 
home town. I want to try to 
make the arrangements down 
there. It’s not firmed up yet, but 
that’s what I’m working on,” 
Fields said. He'said he will try 
to schedule Sunday as the 
announcement day,, 

Fields said Henkhaus’s deci- 
sion will help his campaign. 

“His absence is really going to 
help. We would have banged 
each other up pretty bad,’’

Ways to save many lives on highways 


To the editor: 

Highway safety has become a 
major issue in recent years, with 
federal and state governments 
taking important steps to save 
lives and prevent injuries. 

We have enacted tougher laws 
against drunk and drugged driv- 
ing.. Automobile makers will 
equip some models with new 
crash protection systems, per- 
haps as early as next year. 

‘congress has enacted mile- 
stone laws to improve the safety 
of commercial trucks, including 
the requirement that profession- 
al drivers prove their compe- 

meeting uniform 
ensing standards. 

But we should not use this 
progress for self congratulations. 

There were 46,000 deaths on 
the highways last year, a 5 per- 
cent increase from 1985. 

The men, women and children 
who die in highway accidents 
are friends, neighbors and loved 
ones. Thousands of these deaths 
and injuries can be prevented. 

¥ have introduced legislation 
to designate Oct. 15 as National 
Safety Belt Use Day. My pur- 

e is to encourage greater, use 
of two life-saving devices, child 
safety seats and safety belts 

In 1984, I helped to pass legis- 
lation that required the states to 


use at least 8 percent of their 
federal highway safety funds, to 
encourage the of child safety 
seats. 

All 50 states now have safety 

t laws on the books. Missou- 
program is representative: 
children under four years of age 
must be protected by a safety 
seat when riding in a front-seat; 
children in a rear seat must ‘be 
restrained with a seat or belt. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration’ reports 
that safety seat use more than 
tripled between 1981 and 1986. 

A child in a properly installed 
safety seat can survive 71 per- 
cent of the serious accidents that 
would be fatal to an unre- 
strained child; safety seats can 
prevent 69 percent of the hospi- 
talizations suffered by children 
without protection. 

In addition to seeking greater 
reliance on safety seats, public 
education efforts should focus on 
proper installation and use.

In Great Britain, seat belt use 
has risen to 95 percent, and 
deaths have been reduced. But 
certain types of serious injuries 
actually have increased. 

A study of British hospital 
admissions found that severe 
head injuries have risen by 46 
percent under the new seat belt 
law. This occurred because driv- 
ers with safety belts frequently 
suffer head injuries when their 
upper body strikes the steering 
wheel. 

Air bags that inflate at the 
moment of impact would prevent 
such ‘injuries and further reduce 
deaths. The. Department of 
Transportation estimates that air 
bags used with belts would save 
8,500 lives annually and prevent 
more than 30,000 injuries. 

I welcome the announcement 
by auto manufacturers including 
Ford and Chrysler that they will 
use air bags in preference to 
automatic belts or heavily pad- 
ded interiors. 

Public opinion has been vital 
to advancing highway safety in 
recent years. Greater awareness 
of the value of safety seats and 
safety belts will mean that more 
Americans ‘will arrive alive.

recent ly authored a news com- 
mentary which was mailed to 
newspapers across the state. The 
comptroller's article contained 
so many misleading and incor- 
rect statements that it demands 
a detailed response. 

The purpose of the article was 
to criticize Gov. Thompson's 
recent veto action, which bal. 
anced the budget for fiscal year 
1988. Mr. Burris first complains 
about spending increases but 
goes on to propose even -higher 
spending. His arguments are 
illogical. 

In the comptroller’s so-called 
plan of moderation, his first 
point is to not allow expenditures 
to exceed revenues. The fin: 
cial plan laid out by the gover- 
nor does this already. In fact, 
expenditures are slightly less 
than revenues for 1988 so as to 
meet the $200 million minimum 
available balance the comptrol- 
ler has, for years, been saying is 
necessary 

His second point is to reduce 
short-term indebtedness. That 
we must do, and plan to do, by 
repaying the $100 million 
short-term loan received last 
year. 

The comptroller would borrow 
again from other funds at a 
higher net cost (loss) to the 
state and without a means to 
repay the borrowing. 

His third point is to cut lapse- 
period spending, those spending 
obligations from the current fis- 
cal year to be paid in the next 
fiscal year. 

Cutting lapse spending below 
our projection actually would 
decrease the available balance 
and increase spending during fis- 
cal 1988, even current appropri- 
ations.

In welfare, what is his spend- 
ing plan? Would he defer pay- 
ments to medical providers even 
beyond the 70 days to which we 
believe the payment cycle will 
grow in fiscal 1938? 

If he is proposing to delay 
payments of income tax refunds 
to individuals or to delay pay- 
ments to medical providers, he 
should say so. If he is not, then 
his plan cannot work. 

Mr. Burris went on to claim 
that the governor plans to cor- 
rect the state’s fiscal imbalance 
in one year. Again, the comptrol- 
ler has misstated the facts. 

The 1988 financial plan, does 
put the state on track toward 
correcting the fiscal imbalance 
However, it still will take too 
long to pay medical providers 
and make income tax refunds. 

If the comptroller cannot meet 
obligations on a timely basis 
now, how does he propose to do 
so after adding, over $100 million 
of ~spenditig? It really 
makes no fiscal sense. 

His proposal to override the 
education reductions in the fall 
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legislative session would worsen 
the state’s fiscal problems. With- 
out a valid plan he should not be 
taken seriously on this issue. 

What is his revenue estimate? 
What is his spending plan for 
welfare and mental health and 
tax refunds? If he cannot pro- 
duce these, then he" does not, 
have the necessary. information 
to say whether the education 
reduction can be restored. 

Finally, he: maintains that the 
budget for his office shduld’-not 
be cut and that he will ask, the 
General Assembly “to override 
the governor’s veto of. his 
accounting system expansion. 

To lay off an additional 400 to 
500 mental. health’ workers or 
prison guards so-that the comp- 
troller can spend $9 million. on 
updating lis accounting system 
is not setting our priorities cor- 
rectly. a 

The cost of the “accounting= 
update has grown to-an estifnat- 
ed $40 million from the original 
estimate of $28.3 million. While 
the system update should be 
sued at some future time, a thor- 
ough cost-benefit study shouldbe 
conducted before any more is 
spent on this very expensive 
project. 

I agree with the. comptrolier 
that the stale has been-spending, 
more than it has earned. in.the, 
last two years, and I agree that 
must be corrected. We have 
embarked on a multi-year solu- 
tion to that structural imbalance 
that will work. 

The comptroller’s plan will not 
work because he has. not yet 
developed ough ; detail ~ to 
understand what he is proposing 
Until he does that, he has no 
plan.

“‘We will re-examine the security to determine if there is 
a more effective way to protect the stores and employ- 
ees,’ said Al Cross, National vice president and division 
manager. - 

“The security will be reviewed by Barrington-Bryce and 
National in a cooperative effort,’’ said Kermit Stengel, 
vice president of the detective agency, which provides 
security personnel for six local National stores: “‘Any time 
we have an incident, we always review our procedures to 
make sure we offer the best possible| protection. In our 
business, we review our procedures daily and are con- 
stantly upgrading the way we do our job.’’ 

Three National employees, a Barrington-Bryce security 
guard and a Building Butlers Inc. janitor were killed and 
two other National employees were wounded: but survived 
the attack at the store, at 4331 Natural Bridge Ave. The 
victims were forced to lie face down between the custom- 
er service counter and the check out lanes and were shot. 
The killings occurred after two men who apparently posed

A new law allows for the exemption of more than 
18,000 small businesses from the unclaimed property 
reporting requirement. It takes effect immediately. 

“Senate Bill 458 will get government off the backs of 
small firms which contribute only one-half of one per- 
cent of the proceeds collected under the unclaimed 
property reporting act,’”” said Gov. James Thompson. 

“Examples of unclaimed property include bank 
accounts, paychecks and other financial assets that 
have been dormant for a period of seven years. 

‘‘Most small businesses do not have unclaimed proper- 
y to report. The exemption will save these businesses 

*standard $35 accounting fee and cut back on associ- 
ated pureaucrac paperwork, saving the state money,” 
he said.

SIUC president search cost taxpayers over $66,000 


Costs incurred during the six- 
month search for the new presi- 
dent of Southern Illinois Univer- 
Sity at Carbondale amounted to 
$66,138, Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity Chancellor Lawrence K. 
Pettit announced Sept. 4. 

Pettit said, ‘Disclosing the 
costs for the search is the final 
step in a search process we have 
made candid and open from the 
beginning.” 

The largest portion of the 
charges, $37,410, went to Hei- 
drick and Struggles, the execu- 
tive search firm retained by the 
university to ‘assist in. the 
search. It paid “the firm's fee 
and expenses. : 

Another $27,649 was spent’ on 
meeting rooms, transportation, 
and travel expenses for the 19- 
member search advisory com- 
mittee representing the various 
university constituency groups, 
the nine-member Board of Trust- 
ees, the chancellor, and the can- 
didates themselves.

icesiarorder to follow a rule, the 
ie must first understand what 
“is -Fequired’ by.that rule. The 
= youngster must understand 
‘exactly what is to be done, how 
it should be done, and when it 
should be done. 

For example, telling a child, 
:*Don’t eat a snack too soon 
before dinner, and no junk food 
allowed,’’ doesn’t provide the 
child with enough information to 
know what parents really 
expect. How soon is_too soon 
before dinner? And which specif- 
ic foods are off-limits? 

A more reasonable rule might 
be, “Snacks must be chosen 
from the list posted on the 
refrigerator, and must be eaten 
by 4:00.” 

This rule allows the child 
some choice, especially if he or 
she: helped choose the allowed 
snacks. And it clearly specifies 
when the event is to occur. 

Gonsequences for followgng or 
not following the rule should be 
clear and immediate. 

Positive consequencés, in 
, which the child is allowed some- 





thing desirable for following the 
rule, are often effective. For 
example, “After you finish your 
chores, you may Watch TV for a 
half-hour” provides a positive 
statement about what is expec- 
ted as well as an incentive for 
completing the task. 

Child-development experts 
agree that such enticements can 
sometimes make it easier for 
children to abide by the rules, 
but they can backfire if parents 
aren't careful. 

If used too often, or if the 


Even when there is a good 
reason, children may not be 
aware of it and may see the rule 
as arbitrary. Helping the child 
understand the reasons for rules 
may eliminate some of his or 
her opposition to them. 

In addition, children who are 
given reasons for rules are more 
likely to see them as necessary 
When that happens, they start to 
develop a sense of self-regulation 
that’s based on the values and 
beliefs they think are important 

Most children appreciate the

SPRINGFIELD — A need for 
Illinois to increase its support 
for early childhood education 
programs. for at-risk children — 
and remediation programs for 
truants_and_ dropouts — was 
“reinforced"’ by the release of a 
national report calling for great- 
er attention to the needs of these 
children. 


According to Ted Sanders, Illi- 
nois superintendent of education, 
a close link between poverty and 
learning problems has taken on 
sharper meaning in light of the 
growing number of children born 
and living in poverty. 

The Committee on Economic 
Development on Sept. 8 released 
“Children in Need: Investment 
Strategies for the Educationally 
Disadvantaged.”” 

The committee aavocdiol a 
“bottom-up strategy’’  that— 
“views the individual school as 
the place for meaningful 
improvements”’ and ‘‘provides 
children in need with a_ better 
start and a boost toward lifelong 
success.” 

Sanders said, 


“This report 


joins numerous studies which 
show. that Illinois is doing the 
right things to improve educa- 
tion. 

“It is also very clear that we 
must find the financial resources 
to allow us to do the right things 
right.” 

In Illinois, 112,000 three- and 
four-year-olds are at risk of aca- 
demic failure and could benefit 
from some kind of early inter- 
vention program. Only about 
5,000 of those children were 
served by programs in schools 
during 1985-86; about 7,400 in 
1986-87; and about 6,300 students 
during the 1987-88 school year. 

Funding for these programs 
increased from $9 million to 
$12.7 million from 1985-86 to 
1986-87 7 

Although the State Education 
Board requested $74 million for 
these programs in 1987-88, the 
approprigtion remained at the 
1986-87 level. 

The pre-school program is pre- 
ventative in nature and is expec- 
ted’ to have a_ substantial 
long-range impact on the drop-

The war also generated the 
nation’s first women’s proclama- 
tion and political organization 
when Benjamin Franklin’s rela- 
tives petitioned door-to-door in 
support of the American cause. 
The signatures were then sent to 
Gen. Washington. 

When active fighting subsided, 
women managed farms and 
businesses and dealt with the 
dangers of epidemics. Courts 
began to recognize married 
women’s property interests. Both 
men and women were allowed 
greater latitude in selecting their 
mates. 

Although wornen were exclud- 
ed from the constitutional 
debates, “‘just as plaénly, women 
have always played a vital role 
in constructing our nation,’’ Law 
stated. The challenge for the 
coming century is ‘to promote 
the liberty a equality of all 
people.””

Agencies in Mlinois that help 
the victims of sexual assault and 
domestic violence are using 
$860,000 in federal funds to 
improve advocacy services and 
to develop new training pro- 
grams, the Illinois Criminal Jus- 
tice Information Authority has 
announced. 

Included are: Volunteers of 
America, East St. Louis; Rape 
and Sexual Abuse Care Center, 
Edwardsville; call for Help, 
Belleville; Oasis Women’s Cen- 
ter, Alton; and Women’s Crisis 
Center, Belleville. 

Most of the federal Victims of 
Crime Act (VOCA) money — 
$325,000 cash for sexual assault 
and domestic violence — is 
being used to develop advocacy 
programs for victims at nearly 
60 facilities statewide. 

Sexual assault advocates 
assist victims both in seeking 
medical treatment and at court 
appearances. 

Many sexual assault crimes go 
unreported, according to the Ili- 
nois Coalition Against Sexual 
Assault (ICASA), because rape 
victims often are afraid to seek 
assistance after being assaulted. 

issault advocates encour- 

tims to report sexual 
assault incidents to law enforce- 
ment officials, and they can help 
guide victims through difficult 
and stressful legal proceedings 
and hospital visits. 

Advocates in domestic vio- 
lence agencies generally serve 
as a liaison between victims and 
the legal system, providing emo- 
tional support and information 
about victims’ rights as they go 
through the court process.

O'Fallon Township has not 
been as hurt by recent cuts in 
federal money as many other 
American smali towns, township 
officials said here Friday. 

But Township Supervisor Paul 
Nixon, Highway Commissioner 
Irene Huller'and Trustee Virgin 
ia Scheibel ‘saidan interview 
that restoration of the federal 
revenue sharing program, termi- 
nated last September, is’ neces- 
sary for the continued well-being 
of smalhtowns. 

“The federal revenue sharing 
money ‘is the money that we 
actually‘send to: Washington and 
we should get it back,’’ Scheibel 
said. 

Local’ governments nationwide 
received about $4.6 billion yearly 
from revenue sharing until the 
program was cut last year. 

While many other small towns 
have been hard hit by the pro- 
iram’s termination, O'Fallon 

as been spared because of a 
tax base growth rate of 7 to 8 
percent yearly. 

“Our township was lucky 
because tax-wise we grew so 
fast,’’ Scheibel said. ‘‘That’s why 
the termination of revenue shar- 
ing hasn’t hit us so hard.” 

The three officials, in Wash- 
ington for. the annual convention 
of the National Association of 
Towns and Townships (NATaT), 
said that O’Fallon used its 
$50,000 annual allotment from 
revenue sharing to pay for 
senior citizens’ and youth pro- 
grams, parks, libraries and ren- 
ovation of the township building. 
But unlike many other small 
towns and townships, O’Fallon 
has not been forced to abandon 
projects paid for with revenue 
sharing dollars. 

“We've managed. Through 
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-Township not-hurt by fed’s cuts 


reduced costs in other areas we 
have continued to fund these 
programs,”’ Nixon said. 

Scheibel noted, however, that 
while the township hasn’t had to 
cut-any programs. yet it- may 


n be forced to do So.

At low concentration levels it is 
a powerful ‘irritant, she added. It 
is not known yet if it contributes 
to thé ‘incidence of cancer, she 
SAYB. iy 
“Formaldehyde ‘first came to 
the ‘piblic’s’ “attention in_ the 
mid-to-late ’70s when urea form- 
aldehyde foam insulation (UFFI) 
was iristalled in many homes,” 
Bunn ’SayS. When installed 
improperly; ‘the insulation some- 


times gave off noticeable and 
ness formaldehyde fumes, she 
said. 

UFFI was banned in 1982, but 
again became legal for use in 
1983. It remains_one of the-major 
contributors of formaldehyde 
fumes in many homes, Bunn 
says. 

There are also many other 
sources of formaldehyde in the 
home, she says, citing the fol- 
lowing: As a preservative and 
bonding agent, it may be found 
in kitchen cabinets, furniture, 
paneling and other wood prod- 
ucts; carpets, certain paper 
products, plastics and even 
shampoo also may contain the 
substance. 

Unlike radon, another iten- 
tially dangerous indoor pollutant, 
formaldehyde is often notice- 
able — giving off a strong, pun- 
gent smell. If formaldehyde is a 
problem in your home, you may 
already suspect that there’s 
more in the air than the smell of 
dinner cooking. 


*“‘About 20 percent of healthy 
adults may experience reactions 
from formaldehyde when there 
are only. 0.25 parts per million 
(ppm) in the. air,” Bunn said. 
The U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) 
has established 0.1 ppm as a 
safe and comfortable level for 
formaldehyde in homes. That is 
still 10 times higher than the lev- 
el of formaldehyde normally 
present in outdoor air, Bunn 
says. 

People sensitive to formalde- 
hyde may suffer irritation and 
other symptoms at levels below 
the HUD standard, she says. 

Although formaldéhyde fumes 
from objects decrease with time, 
homeowners don’t have to wait 
for the situation to clear. Bunn 
said they can take the following 
steps to clean the air in their 
homes: 

elf the fumes are caused by 
UFFI that recently has been 
installed, the home can be fumi- 
gated professionally to clear the 


fumes. Another solution — re- 
moving the insulation complete- 
ly — is Costly and complicated 
and should be considered only as 
a last resort. 

«Improving ventilation is 
always important in homes that 
suffer from indoor pollution. Air 
out rooms periodically by open- 
ing windows: and doors. 


Of course, heat, goes out with 
the fumes..A more efficient solu- 
tion is instaHing,an.-air-to-air 
heat exchanger, a passive venti- 
lation system or an air cleaner.

The American Heart Associa- 
tion recommends that daily con- 
sumption of sodium be limited te 
no more than 1 gram per 1,000 
calories (1 milligram per calo- 
rie). Most Americans consume 
much more sodium than they 
need, accounting in part for the 
high incidence of high blood 
pressure among adults in this 
country. 

The ‘‘taste’’ for salty foods is 
Jearned. The challenge is to 
jJearn to like less salt. It will 
take time, so the best strategy is 
to reduce sodium intake gradual- 
ly step by step. 

Almost everyone can benefit 
from’ lowering the amount of 
sodium in the diet. The Ameri- 
can Heart Association offers the 
following four steps to help 
achieve this goal 

Step 1: Reduce the amount of 
salt used at the table. Start by 
cutting the amount added in 
half, and eventually remove the 
salt shaker from the table. An 
easy time to start eliminating 
table salt is when dining out, 
since most restaurant food is 
highly salted. 

Step 2: Reduce the amount of 
high-sodium seasonings used, 
§uch as soy sauce, steak sauce, 
garlic salt and monosodium glu- 


tamate (MSG). 

Step Limit and eventually 
Stop using salt and_high-sodium 
seasonings in cooking. 

Step 4: Limit and reduce con- 
sumption of salty foods such as 
pickles, cured meats, potato 
chips, canned soups and frozen 
entrees. 

Begin incorporating these 
steps today. If recipes are 
needed to help get this plan 
started, call the Heart Informa- 
tion Service at 45-HEART, or 
1-800-255-9919 from outside the St. 
Louis area. Recipes “will be 
mailed free of cost.

Doctor sizes up healthy bones 
that grow without weakening

Dr. Sydney Lou Bonnick, med- 
ical director of the Dallas Osteo- 
is Centre at the AMI Medi- 
cal Arts Hospital, says 
osteoporosis, a degenerative ill- 
ness of the bone that affects 20 
million Americans, is not only 
treatable, but also’ preventable 
today. 
“We now certainly know the 
basics of what we need to do,” 
she says. “‘In women there are 
two major causes, calcium and 
estrogen deficiencies. We stress 
calcium because it is something 
that every individual can do for 
herself. It requires no prescrip- 
tions.”” 

She says the last five years 
have seen major steps forward 
in understanding the health of 
bones. 

“When I was in medical 
school, and I graduated in 1973, 
it was mentioned in passing, but 
basically osteoporosis was 
viewed as inevitable, particular- 
ly for women. We can’t do any- 
thing about it, they were saying, 
so let's move right on to some- 
thing we can make better,’’ she 
remembers. 

Dr. Bonnick says the attitude 
still prevails today, but is not 
appropriate. 

Often her patients already 
have progressed to a state where 
their spine has collapsed or they 
have broken their hip. Still, 
although it may take up to three 
years, she finds treatment about 
80 percent effective in bringing 
dramatic changes for the better 
into the lives_of.these people who 
may~be..at~a point where they 
use a back brace*for support the 
short portion of the day they 
spend out. of bed. 

Most people stop growing by 
the age of 20, but the thickness 
and the density of the bones is 
still massing until about the age 
of 35, so their bone strength still 
is so

the potential to do, you need a 
lot of calcium to do this,” she 
says. ‘‘After 35 — and that 
might actually be at age 30 or 
40 — we all have a tendency to 
lose bone. So after 35 we must 
keep the bone that we already 
have made.” 

Dr. Bonnick says that without 
tending the bones, about 1% per- 
cent to 1 percent of the bone 
mass in the spine will be lost 
every year after the age of 40. 
At that rate, as much as 30 per- 
cent can be lost by the age of 70. 
This ‘‘normal’’ loss, she says, 
can be reversed th attention to 
the amount of calcium in the 
body, the level of estrogen in a 
woman and other health benefits 
like walking for exercise and no 
smoking. 

Low levels of calcium intake 
not only affect the formation of 
bone directly, but bones are the 
storage depois for the body, so 
when calcium is needed for oth- 
éf parts of the body, it will take 
it away from the bones, thus 
destroying them. 

American women on the aver- 
age only get about 50 percent of 
the U.S. Recommended Daily 
Dietary Allowance for calcium, 
which is set more to avoid dis- 
ease, rather than work the body 
at its optimum, says Dr. Bon- 
nick. Thus, the goal RDA level 


of 1000 milligrams—which is 
more than three 8-ounce glasses 
of milk a day—is not pursued by 
most Americans today. The rec- 
ommendation for post-menopaus- 
al women is 1500 milligrams a 
day, the equivalent of five cups. 

Dr. Bonnick says most teen- 
age girls do not drink milk, 
while boys stop drinking it about 
the time they get out of college. 
Men have calcium deficiencies, 
too, but they tend to be less 
severe and start at a later age. 
Dowager’s hump, broken bones 
and height loss all are obvious 
results of osteoporosis. 

A critical time for women is 
after menopause. With a lower 
level of estrogen comes an 
inability to absorb calcium 
through the diet and a greater 
loss of-calcium through the kid- 
neys. This may result in an 
annual loss of bone at a rate of 
five to six percent up to 10 years 
after menopause. 

She urges women around the 
time of menopause to have their 
bone density measured. This is 
particularly important for a 
woman who undergoes prema- 
ture menopause, either by age of 
under 50 or by’ surgery. Either 
usually precipitates a particular- 
ly rapid loss of bone. 

She urges that the testing be 
done by a reputable doctor. Her 
practice charges $65 for the test, 
using a dual photon densitome- 
ter. A second test will be 
required several months after 
the first one if changes in bone 
density are being tracked. The 
radiation from the test is about 
one-tenth that of a chest x-ray 
and the entire procedure takes 
only 15 minutes. 

Because calcium deficiency is 
a current topic being treated, 
there are other tests available 
which may not give information 
that is helpful. She says one of 
these is a wrist reading, which 
tells the bone density in the area 
of the wrist, n auging true 
information about Me rest of the 
body.

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‘School lunchbox in hand holds 
riceless trading commodities

A. child who goes to school 
‘with a lunchbox in hand proba- 
‘blyvhas the trading capacity of 
‘any high-roller on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

i Lana Mahon, outpatient dieti- 
tian at St. Mary’s Hospital in 
Richmond Heights, says lunch- 
time at school can be a lesson in 
economics or simply be an 
aggravation that interrupts a 
‘day’s schedule. 

| “Sometimes children get so 
Snvolved in. the other activities of 
ithe day that they just don’t put 
las much value as the parents do 
on eating,” she says. “With a 
short amount of time for lunch, 
it simply becomes a wait in a 
Jong line of children, sitting 
‘down for a short time and hav- 
‘ing to get out the door.” 

: Schools where teachers, aides 
‘or, other personnel get involved 
in the noon activity usually 
result in more willingness to try 
jnew foods and a thrust to get the 
children to eat nutritiously. 

{ Mahon recently was named a 
‘nutrition consultant for a four- 
‘State region in the Head Start 
program. She says seven years 
of experience as a nutrition coor- 
idinator for Head Start in the 
1970s is part of the background 
Bhe lends in experience and 
training. 

: Personally she has her own 
ghallenges at home with getting 
‘children to eat wholesome foods. 
per children are ages 16, 11 and 


"She says a key to getting chil- 
dren to eat their own healthful 
lunch at school is to include 
them in the process of making 
or: selecting it. First, start with 
the published menu. Let them 
select which days they are most 
apt to eat what is served. 

« Check back, if a decision is 
made in advance, before honor- 
ing-the choice. If there is a prob- 
lem with a child’s lunch habits, 
jt can be profitable, says Mahon, 
to visit the school a couple times 
at lunchtime to see if the prob- 
lem can be avoided with action 
from home or if a better eating 
environment can be encouraged 
at school. 

: When a brown bag lunch 
seems to be the best answer to 
lunchtime dilemmas, it is time 
eee get the children involved in 
prepa ring it, instead of packing 

‘Surprise lunch. 

Here is where a classroom les- 
son can be applied. 

‘ “Teaching sound nutrition in a 
classroom is a long, slow pro- 
cess," Mahon says. “But class- 
rdom teachers can make the dif- 
ference. They see that the wrong 
foods don’t give them energy. It 
fesults in problems like over-

She suggests that definite 
choices be offered, not just a 
question of what a child wants- 

“Choices need to be guided 
kinds of choices,’’ she says. 
“Tell them that lunch has to 
have three of the four food 
groups represented. ‘This is 
what we have in the refrigera- 
tor, so what do you want?’”” - 

It helps to offer children foods 
like applesauce, puddings, 
cheese, vacuum-sealed meats, 
tuna or real juice that are readi- 
ly available in single portions. 
Younger children particularly 
like to tote these. While these 
items may cost more for individ- 
ual packaging, they also come 
sealed to avoid storage prob- 
lems, which can result in a big 
stomach ache for a little tummy. 

When lunch is eaten should 
have a bearing on what is 
packed so that the food does not 
have an opportunity to spoil 
before it is eaten. Freezing sand- 
wiches and containers of juice 
ahead of time are techniques 
that help keep food fresh longer. 

Mahon likes to have children 
buy milk for lunch at school, 
which eliminates the need for 
packing an item which needs to 
stay cool. She points out that 
many children do not choose 
milk for lunch because their role 
models at home prefer to drink 
soda or other sweetened drinks. 

Another dilemma children 
learn from home and television 
involves, weight control. Mahon 
deals with many adults who 
grew up under a requirement of 
cleaning all the food off the 
plate 

“Generally little kids do stop 
eating when they have had 
enough. Parents would be wise 
to let them. When children start 
refusing food at mealtime, they 
usually want to get into the junk 
(food) sooner or later. Then they 
need to be taught that when they 
get hungry they come back to 
food that was served at the 
meal. The natural message of 
hunger is ‘eat, don’t play.’ 

Mahon suggests many ways to 
brighten the forecast for young 
brown baggers and their par- 
ents. 

*Pack sandwiches on pita 
bread. It is.sturdy and holds up 
well. It can -hold traditional 
sandwich stuffers like peanut 
butter or something exotic that a 
child creates. 

«Raw _ vegetables can be cut in 
interesting shapes. Broccoli can 
be sliced in circles and carrots 
in curls. 

*Dry cereals can be mixed with 
raisins.
